PEACE IN THE ANDES 


Somehow the monument entitled "Christ 


of the Andes" is growing, extending itself 
as a cherished symbol of international 
friendship, and thus becoming, in this 
new and late hemisphere of ours, a re- 
markable piece of statuary. 


There arc older statues of the Re- 


deemer, perhaps more costly, and cer- 
tainly more celebrated ones, but there is 
none that seems to have produced the 
right and desired effect upon millions of 
people by softening their anger, and fer- 
tilizing their toleration. 


The Christ of the Andes was erected 


in 1904 by Argentina and Chile to com- 
memorate the happy settlement of a dif- 
ficult boundary dispute that had led to 
marching armies and the movement of 
always rumbling artillery and brought the 
two countries to the very brink of war. 


The peace \vas not only a splendid 


thing for 1904 but it served much more 
than that generation. The people involved, 
after their anger was well cooled, came to 
appreciate the fact that everyone was 
happy over the settlement and, more im- 
portant still, that the children of that gen- 
eration, and their children, and so on 
forever, would not only be happier but 
safer. 


When the monument was dcdicaled 


an address was delivered by Bishop Jara 
of Chile in which he formulated certain 
thoughts into language which has since 
become deathless. 
He said: 


"And when future generations, car- 


ried in the arms of steam, mount to 
this spot through these defiles, they 
will find no testament such as that 
of the heroic Spartans at Thermopy- 
lae, written with their blood on the 
bare stones: 'Here we pave up our lives 
to defend our country's laws.' Rather 
will they come to this summit and in 
the bronze of this glorious monument 
they will sec craven in letters of fire a 
sublime inscription: 'Sooner shall these 
mountains crumble 
than 
Argentines 


nnd Chileans break the peace sworn 
at the feet of Christ the Redeemer.'" 
The pure literature which he had enun- 


ciated was immediately appraised by his 
auditors as something extraordinary. The 
concluding sentence was Inter carved at 
the base of the statue. 
And better still, 


it has been taught to the children of the 
two countries.

OUT-OF-DOOR 


MIDSUMMER TROUT FISHING 


By O. Warren Smith 


M 


IDSUMMER trout fishing is 
in a class by itself: more at- 
tractive and more 
difficult 


than at any other season. Streams 
are low, water crystal clear, skies 
bright. As a result the trout are 
shy beyond imagining, feeding al- 
most exclusively upon insects, dis- 
appearing almost before the sha- 
dow of a summer cloud. Time and 
again I have seen them scurry to 
shelter when some bird passed low 
above the surface of thc pool, cast- 
ing a shadow upon its glassy sur- 
face. Only thc circumspect and un- 
derstanding 
angler 
can 
go 
up 


against such a proposition, but to 
the one who knows how. is posses- 
sed of good tackle and requisite 
skill, the problem is but another 
name for success. 


I have already stressed impor- 


tance of good tackle. Let the rod be 
of the lightest, say 3 ounces — 2} 
ounces is better, and the line a 
double-tapered to fit the rod. with 
a tapered leader and No. 16 dry 
fly. Such an outfit calls for skill 
of no mean order, skill and under- 
standing of the light tackle and 
how to handle it. not to mention 
knowledge of thc ways of trout 
when the skies are as clear as the 
water. Of course 
early 
morning 


and evening is the best time, but 
(he knowing fisherman can take 
fish all day long. My favorite hour 
on my favorite stream is from 11 
in the morning to 1 P. M! (Note 
that exclamation point.) One had 
best wade, where wading is pos- 
sible, but when that may not be. 
the next best method of approach 
is for him to get down upon his 
praying bones, yes. upon his stom- 
ach if need be. and worm up to 
within casting distance.
